An act to preveni railroad eom- 
panies or oor|x>rations owning lyul 
oiwratinj? a line or lines railroad, 
and its olhoers, agents and employ- 
es from charging, collecting or ro. 
ci'ivin^ extortionate freight or]W- 
Bonger rates in this Common wealth 
and to further increase and define 
the duties and powers of the Rail- 
road Commission in reference 
thereto, and prescrilnng the man- 
ner of enforeuij^' the provisions of 
this act, and penalties for tlMTio- 
iation of its provisioiltt. 

Be it enacted by the (General 
Assenihly of the Conimonwoalth 
of Kentucky: Section 1. When 
complaint shall be made to the 
Riinroiid Commission nccusing any 
railroad company or corporations 
of charging, oolleotingjor receiving 
extortionate freight rates over its 
line or lines of railroad in this 
Commonwealth, or when said com- 
mission shall receive information, 
or liiive reason to Iwlieve that such 
rate or rates are being charged, 
collected or received, it shall be 
the duty of said conmiiRHion to 
4mar and determine the matter as 
speedily as possfUi. They shall 
give the company or ooqxjration 
complained of not lees than teu 
days' notioe, by letter mdled to an 
officer or employe of said company 
or eoriH>rfttion, stating the time 
and place of hearing of same, also 
the nature of the oompUint or mat- 
ter to be investigated, and shall 



and etl'ect at the ex[)iration of ten 
days thereafter, and may be revok- 
ed or modified by an order likewise 

entered of record. And shoidd 
said railroad company or corpora- 
tion, or any officer, agent or em- 
ploye thereof, ohar^'e, collect or 
receive a greater or higher ntte, 
toll or cuini)enBation for like ser- 
vices tliereafter rendered than that 
nuide 1111(1 (ixed hy said commission, 
as herein provided, said company 
or corporation, and Mid officer, 
agent or employe, shall each !» 
deemed guilty of extortion, and 
upon conviction shall be fined for 
the first offense in any sum not 
[CSS than $500 nor more than SIOUO 
and uiK>n a second conviqtion in 
any sum n(jt less than SIOUO nor 
more than $2(XX), and for a thinl 

and succeeding convictions in any 
sum not less thou $2,000 nor more 
than $5,000. 

Sec. 2. The Cin-uit Court af any 
county into or through which the 
line or lines of road carrying such 
passenger or freight owned or oper- 
ated by said railroad, and the 
Franklin Circuit Court shall have 
jorisdiotion of the offenie egeinst 
Iho railroad company or oorpora- 
tiun otfendiug, and the Circuit 
Court of the county where enoh 
offense may lx» committetl by said 
officer, agent or employe, shall have 
jurisdiction in ell prosecutions 
against said offiosr 4gent or em- 
ploye.

A boy that is kept in soliool 
from SepteniJier until tlio middle 
of June acquires a ce;-tAin amount 
of surphiB oiiMgy that must ba ax- 
ppiidod, in sonio way, for tha boy's 
well being and progress; and it ia 
often daaH40tit to his room-mate 
or neigfabof, in boxing, 8trni)])iiiK. 
burking, placing acme new fellow 
on guard or arraigning some ignor 
ant "hill-billy" before a court com- 
1v>8<h1 of three ()ffi(>ers of the bat- 
talion, for some otfense. 

The eneigy that haa been aooum- 
ulatinj; since Xinas, burst fortli 
about a week ago and made this 
week a hiatoty making period for 
State college. EverylKxly was full 
of patriptiam and was 'eagerly 
awaiting the twenty-second. 

As Washington's birthday ap-

they ooald play on aome poor fel- 
low. They did not have to hunt 
very long before they found the 
fellow they were looking for.

STOCK ORDINANGL 

The City Coundl of Ihe City of 
Marion, Ky., do ordain. 

Sec. I. That no cattle or other 
stock of any Kina shall t>e permit- 
ted to go ai large upon any of the 
streets, allays, un-indosed lots or 
places in tlie city of Marion. Pro- 
vided, however, this section shall 
not apply in caaet where any tuch 
animals arc being driven through 
the city, or from one place to an- 
other for the purpose of being soU, 
or beinj; taken from one part of tlie 
city to another for tlie purpose of 
being slaughtered, or to be placed 
in a pen or other inclosure, nor 
while being driven to or from home. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall in 
tentionally or carelessly allow his 
cattle or other stock to run at larj^e, 
e.xcept as herein provided, shall be 
fined one dollar. 

Sec. 3. Should any such cattle or 
other stock be found going at large, 
in violation of Section i of this ordi 
nance, the same may be taken up 
by any one and be driven or con- 
veyed to the place mentioned in 
Section 4 of this ordinance, and 
there shall be left until disposed of 
as hereinalter authorized and direc- 
ted. 

Sec. 4. That the city marshal 
shall provide a lot or place in which 
said cattle or other stock so taken 
up shall be Impounded or kept, and 
said city marshal shall be the keeper 
of said pound and he shall feed and 
water said cattle or stock so long as 
it may remain in said pound. 

Sec. 5. The person taking up 
said cattle or other stock shall forth- 
with make a statement of the fact 
in writing, under oath, and in said 
statement shall state the name of 
the owner, if known, and if not 
known said person shall so state in 
said affidavit. Said statement shall 
be filed in the police cottit- of the 
city of Marion and kept tlwre as a 
part of its record. 

. Sec. 6. If sain affidavit shMI dis- 
close tlie name of the owner of such 
cattle or other stock, the 'judge of 
saki court shall iaiiue a tpjiuoiri^ons 
against said owner, cominandin^ 
him to appear in said court on the 
ne.vt day thereafter to show cause 
if any he can, why he shall not be 
fined one dollar for violating this 
ordinance, and why such animal so 
taken up shall not be sold to sntisfy 
the cost and charges of taking t^>, 
keeping and selling same. 

Sec. 7. If saki affidavit shall di» 
cloze the fact that the ovvner 0: 
such animal is unknown, or is at>- 
sent from Crittenden county, Ky 
then the judge of said court shal 
make a warning order or sudh affi 
davit warning the owner of sak 
animal to appear in said coutt and 
defend sai5 action and show cause, 
if any he can, why said animal so 
taken up shall not be sol J and satis- 
fy the costs of taking up, keeping 
and selling same, upon a day to be 
fixed by said court in uid warning 
order, not less than ten days from 
the date of maRing said warning 
order. 

At the time of making said warn 
ing order the judge of said court 
shall appoint, as attorney for said 
defendant, a regular practicing at 
torney of the court. 

Such attorney shall make diUi 
gent efforts and inform the defen- 
dant, by mail or otherwise, concern 
ing the pendency and nature of the 
action against him, and must report 
to th3 court, on the day named in 
saiJ warning order, the result of his 
efforts. 

Such attorney, if employed by the 

defendant, shall so report to the 
court; and such report shall be 
treated as an appearance of the de- 
fendant in the action. 

If such attorney cannot inform 
the defendant concerning the action, 
or if he learn that the defendant is 
under disability other than cover- 
ture, or other tiian coverture and 
infancy combined, he shall so re- 
port to the court, and shall make an 
affirmative defense if he can, of if 
he cannot make such defehse he 
sh:d! so report to the court, and 
shall be subject, with reference to 
iMch report,, to \he provisions of 1 
Subsection 3 of Section 36 of Civil 
Code of Practice, and no act of his 
shall be treated as an appearance pf 



The court shall allow to such at 
torney a reasonable fee for his ser- 
vices to be taxed as costs. 

A defendant against whom a 
warning order is made and for 
whom an attorney has been ap- 
pointed shall be deemed to have 
been constructively summoned on 
the tenth day thereafter, and^ the 
action may proceed accordingly. 

Sec. 8. If. when such order has 
been duly summoned or warned as 
hereinbefore provided, said court 
shall determine, from the evidence, 
tlwt there has been a viol-.ition of 
said ordinance, by such animal^ 
having run at large within the 
limits of said city, as aforesaid, said 
court shall make an order in which 
it shall describe the marks and give 
description of each animal to be 
sold, and direct the marshal of said 
city to sell the same to the highest 
bidder at public auction for cash in 
hand, after having advertised the 
date of sale for at least three days. 
After deducting the costs and char- 
ges of such proceeding, the remain- 
der of the proceeds shall be paid by 
said marshal to the treasurer of the 
city, which shall be held by him 
subject to the order of the former 
owner of such stock. 

Sec. 9. The marshal as keeper as 
keeper of the pound shall be allow ed 
a fee of fifty cents jier head for tak- 
ing up and impounding said cattle 
or other stock, and twenty-five 
cents per day for each day it shall 
remain in the pound for expense of 
keeping and feeding same, and tiic 
judge of the court shall be allowed 
the same fees for issuing summons 
and other papers and for trying said 
case as he is allowed by Jaw in the 
trial of civil cases.
